The indefiniteness rejection of claim 44 and its dependent claim 45 is overcome by amending 
claim 44 to specify that the effluent streams being passed to the further sensor are those "from each 

building block of the subset". 

The indefiniteness rejections of claims 47-48, 50-51 and 59-61 arc overcome by amending 
each of these claims to specify how the claim procedurally limits the performance of the steps of the 
base claim. 

Claim 39 

Claim 39 recites detemrining a first parameter of building blocks and then measuring a 
secondparameterononlyasubsetofthoseoriginalbuildingblocks. This is not suggested by any of 
the references, including the newly cited reference to Choudhary. Choudhar^s second parameter is 
not measured on ANY of the original building blocks, but only on a DIFFERENT set building 
blocks corresponding to constituents of an original building block. 

Claim 39 further recites the step of automatically determining, by a data processing system, 
wmchbmldingbloclcstomcludemasub S etofthebuildmgblocks.Suchanautoma^ 

determination by data processing system is not suggested by any ofthe cited references, mcluding 
Chaudhary. 

Therefore, claim 39 is patentable over the cited prior art.

Claims 63-76 depend from claim 62. The limitations that they add to claim 62 distinguish 
them further from the prior art. Therefore, claims 63-76 also are patentable over the prior art.
